Trout anglers may have more 
planted trout to fish for in Michi- 
gan’s streams on opening day 
this:year than in former years 
when weather conditions allowed 
pre-season planting, the 


fish division has announced, Fish 
experts predict that because of 
thé mild winter and the fact that 
there are no heavy snows to melt 
and run off, road and stream con- 
ditions will allow more early 
plantings of the fish.
